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DETAILED ACTION 

1. After a careful reconsideration of this application. The indicated allowability of 
claims 2-9, 12, 17, 22-24 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered reference(s) to 
6,161,541 and 5,979,456 and 5,176,618. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Species I: method for treating a pharyngeal airway by injecting a biocompatible 
tissue stabilizer into compressed tissue and Species II: a method for treating pharyngeal 
airway by suturing a portion of pharyngeal tissue wall to an underlying structure. The 
species are independent or distinct because they are different procedures for treating 
the same problem or pharyngeal airway problem. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
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the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

3. During a telephone conversation with Timothy R. Conrad on 2/17/06 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Species II, 
claims 12 and 17. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to 
this Office action. Claims 2-9, 22-24 are withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Woodson (6,161,541). Woodson et al. disclose the method for treating obstructive 
sleep apnea syndrome comprising the steps of opening the pharyngeal space 
anteriorly, posteriorly and laterally and support the opening of the pharyngeal space, 
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compressing the wall portion by expanding the opening by pulling apart left half and 
right half of a cut hyoid bone, securing the opening by an underlying structure (bone 
screw) and suturing the hyoid bone to the screw (col. 3, lines 14-42), 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Freedman (5,176,618). Freedman disclose attaching or implanting an underlying 
structure into a pharyngeal wall and the step as compressing the tissue being inherently 
carryout during the implanting the structure (1 or 32) into a pharyngeal wall because in 
order to implant the structure in to the position as shown in Freedman, one must forcing 
the implant into that position and the step compressing being carried out by the step of 
forcing the implant into the pharyngeal wall. Although, Freedman do not disclose the 
step of suturing the implant to a pharyngeal portion, it is well known in the art that an 
implant being suturing or anchor to surrounding tissue in order to keep the implant in 
place. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to employ the steps of suturing or anchoring the 
implant of Freedman to the surrounding tissue in order to secure the implant in place.
